CONEERENCE OE EUROPEAN TRADE UNIONS 

1 . THE CONEERENCE OE EUROPEAN TRADE UNIONS MET IN 
GENEVA ON 5-6 MARCH 1977; 42 NATIONAL TRADE UNION CENTRES 
EROM 28 COUNTRIES IN EUROPE TOOK PART. A LIST IS ATTACHED. 

2. THE CONEERENCE CONSIDERED A REPORT ON THE ACTIVITIES 

OE PARTICIPATING NATIONAL CENTRES IN THE FIELD OF THE WORKING 
ENVIRONMENT AND THE USE OE DANGEROUS SUBSTANCES, PRODUCTS AND 
PROCESSES IN INDUSTRY AND COMMERCE SINCE THE EUROPEAN TRADE 
LIMITED OEEICIAL USE 
LIMITED OEEICIAL USE 
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UNION CONEERENCE IN EEBRUARY-MARCH 1975. THE REPORT WAS 
BASED ON MORE DETAILED REPORTS WHICH HAD BEEN RECEIVED EROM 
NATIONAL CENTERES AND SUMMARISED BY A GROUP OP EXPERTS 
APPOINTED BY THE POUR EUROPEAN WORKERS' MEMBERS OP THE ILO 
GOVERNING BODY ACTING ON THE INSTRUCTIONS OP THE EUROPEAN 
TRADE UNION CONEERENCE. 

3. THE CONEERENCE ALSO CONSIDERED A PRELIMINARY DOCU- 
MENT ON TRADE UNION EDUCATION AND TRAINING WHICH HAD BEEN PRO- 
POSED AS A PURTHER AREA POR THE EXCHANGE OF VIEWS BETWEEN 
NATIONAL CENTRES DIRECTLY AND THROUGH THE EXISTING PRAMEWORK 
OP INTERNATIONAL ORGANIZATIONS, INCLUDING THE ILO. 

4. THE CONEERENCE MADE A PURTHER CONTRIBUTION TO THE 
DEVELOPMENT OF THE PROCESS OF CO-OPERATION AMONG TRADE 
UNIONS IN EUROPEAN COUNTRIES WHICH BEGAN IN JANUARY 1974 
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IN GENEVA AND CONFIRMED THE USEFULNESS AND DESIRABILITY OF 
THE REGULAR EXCHANGE OE VIEWS BY ALL TRADE UNION CENTRES 
IN EUROPE ON PROBLEMS AFFECTING WORKING PEOPLE. THE BROAD 
AND CONSTRUCTIVE EXCHANGE OF VIEWS WHICH TOOK PLACE CON- 
FIRMED THE IMPORTANCE OF THE QUESTIONS UNDER DISCUSSION TO

5. THE CONFERENCE RECALLED THAT THE PREVIOUS CONEERENCE 
HAD ASKED NATIONAL TRADE UNION CENTRES TO CONSIDER WAYS IN 
WHICH THEY COULD WORK ACTIVELY AT THE NATIONAL LEVEL TO 
HUMANISE THE WORK ENVIRONMENT AND IMPROVE THE HEALTH AND 
SAEETY OF WORKING PEOPLE IN THE ENTERPRISES 

OF THEIR VARIOUS COUNTRIES. IT WAS RECOGNIZED 
THAT A NUMBER OE NOTABLE ADVANCES HAD BEEN MADE, AND THAT 
THE EXCHANGE OF INFORMATION WHICH HAD TAKEN PLACE BETWEEN 
NATIONAL CENTRES BEEORE AND DURING THE PRESENT CONFERENCE 
HAD BEEN VERY USEFUL. THE CONFERENCE AGREED THAT FURTHER

TION AND TRAINING, ASKING THEM TO CONSIDER HOW THEY MIGHT

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DEVELOP EXCHANGES OF INFORMATION ON THESE SUBJECTS BETWEEN

ENVIRONMENT AND EDUCATION AND TRAINING. THE CONFERENCE, WHILE

AND BETWEEN IDEOLOGICAL VIEWS, HELD THAT THE IMPROVEMENT OF

FIRMED THE VALUE OE THESE EXCHANGES AND HAD SHOWN POSSIBILITIES

9. THE CONEERENCE EXPRESSED ITS APPRECIATION TO THE 
ILO EOR ENABLING THE CONEERENCE TO BE HELD ON ITS PREMISES. 
END TEXT. 

4. AGUIRIANO SUMMED UP THE CONFERENCE BY SAYING IT 
WAS A NON-EVENT WHICH WAS INTENDED BY ICETU AEEILIATES 
TO AVOID MORE HARMEUL MEETINGS ELSEWHERE (IE, EOR INSTANCE, 
LIMITED OFEICIAL USE 
LIMITED OFEICIAL USE 
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THE ILO AGREED TO HOLD EUROPEAN REGIONAL CONFERENCES 
EVERY THREE YEARS, AGUIRIANO SAID THERE WOULD BE NO 
NEED FOR THIS SORT OF EAST- WEST CONFERENCE). SINCE 
MUCH WILL CHANGE IN THE NEXT TWO YEARS, AGUIRIANO BELIEVES 
THAT THE CONCLUSIONS IN THE CONFERENCE COMMUNIQUE ARE

INCLUDE HUMAN RIGHTS. THE ITALIAN PARTICIPANTS 
VOICED SOME GENERALLY SUPPORTAIVE REMARKS BUT THERE

8. AGUIRIANO POINTED OUT THAT WCL GENERAL SECRETARY

THE WCL NOR THE ICFTU HAD HIGH RANKING OBSERVERS. 
AGUIRIANO DID NOT ATTEND THE CONFERENCE AS AN ICFTU 
REP BUT AS SECRETARY OE THE WORKERS GROUP OF ILO 
GOVERNING BODY.

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9. COMMENT: AGUIRANO'S EXPLANATION STRIKES US AS
